B E R L IN , March 16.— Severe fighting occurred in Berlin and the su­ 
burbs today as the result of clashes between citizens and revolutionary 
soldiers. 
A number of persons were killed and many wounded when soldiers 
turned machine guns on the crowds after a bomb had been thrown at Gen­ 
eral Von Luetwittz’ headquarters in Potsdam Square. 
Later a mob at­ 
tacked 60 soldiers in the suburbs with casualties on both sides. 
Four persons were killed and eight wounded in Charlottenburg, a 
number killed in Schoeneberg and three killed and 15 wounded in Steiglitz. 
Chancellor Kapp has threatened the leaders of the general strike with 
death.

“ Speed up,” that slogan which 
helped to win the war, has been 
adopted by the Orange County Har­ 
bor Commission, which has decided 
that work on the county harbor at 
Newport must be speeded up if it 
is to be completed when it should 
be completed. 
The greatest delay experienced in 
the harbor work is the 
slowness 
with which rock for the jetties has 
been delivered. Fifty carloads 
of 
rock have been dumped to date into 
the w est jetty a t the river mouth 
when several tim es that many cars 
could have been dumped if the rock 
had been received. 
» 
For a time the Pacific Electric 
wa s blamed for the delay, as it was 
claimed lack of sufficient cars pre- 
íifUrtéd the delivery of the required 
amount of rock, but late investiga­ 
tions have proved that the P. E. is 
on the job with plenty of cars and 
the delay all comes from the Temes- 
ca l quarry, where the rock is 
se­ 
cured, and the quarry is not loading 
the ca rs as fa st as they are availa­ 
ble. 
Confronted 
with this 
condition, 
the 
harbor 
commissioners 
have 
started a movement by which they 
hope to get an additional supply of 
rock from the Blye quarry 
near 
W ineville, over the Salt Lake road, 
and speed up the rock delivery by 
supplies from two quarries instead 
of one. 
Face Rate Difficulty 
Right here the commission faced 
a difficulty which must involve 
a 
change in freight rate to be over­ 
come. The Pacific Electric is giving 
the commission a 9 0-cent rate 
on 
rock delivery, Sfcnd the commission 
does 
not feel 
justified 
in paying 
from county funds the higher rate 
which 
the 
nationalized 
railroads 
have been collecting and which the 
FJ sch-Cummins law declared 
should 
not be changed for six months after 
the roads were returned to private 
operation on March 1. 
If tlie Salt Lake road can get au­ 
thoriza tion‘from the Railroad Com­ 
mission 
or the 
Inter-State 
Com­ 
merce Commission to grant a re­ 
duced rate of 9 0 cents for the har­ 
bor rock, the Blye quarry supply 
will be made at once available and 
the delivery of rock will be speeded

The planchette thus equipped is 
placed on a sheet of paper.

lightly on the heart.

The ouija board is a distinct ad­ 
vance upon the planchette 
in 
so 
mnch th at it requires neither pencil 
nor paper, and is in every respect 
more elaborate. 
Ma k e -Up of O uija 
It consists of a little heart-shaped 
tab1*, like the planchette, only small­ 
er—about six inches long or there­ 
abouts—on stubby little legs like the 
corks of a one-ounce medicine bot­ 
tle, tipped with rubber so that they 
won’t scratch. 
This sits on the ouija board—the 
Board of My stery 
and 
Knowledge. 
When the operator, or operators, de­ 
sire to converse with some person 
or spirit unseen, they ask the ques­ 
tion. 
Then in due time—“from one to 
five minutes” is the period specified 
In the directions printed on the back 
of the board—the ouija begins to 
hop about. 
On the face of the hoard are print­ 
ed the words "Yes” and "No," all 
the letters of the alphabet and the 
numbers one to ten. 
In response to any of a certain 
class of questions the answer would 
probably be a simple “No” or “Yes.” 
But if the enquirer asks the name 
of the spirit, the ouija hops from let­ 
ter to letter, passing an instant on 
each until the name is spelled out. 
Chinese Lottery Box 
The cbi-chi box is the old Chinese 
lottery box . holding a sheaf of bam­ 
boo siips, on the end of each slip be­ 
ing a number. The box —properly a 
bamboo tube—holds the siips with 
the numbered ends down.

The questioner picks out one or 
more slips. 
The numbers on the 
ends of those slips, as interpreted by 
the book that accompanies the box , 
reveal the "fortune” required. 
It is obvious that the information 
convey ed through such a channel, 
though doubtless liable to wide and 
ex act interpretation by an Oriental 
seer who has devoted y ears to study 
of the subject, is limited, in the case 
of local ex perimenters by the in­ 
terpretations afforded in the printed 
pamphlet. 
The ouija board is hampered by no 
such limitations. 
Neither 
is 
th e , 
planchette. The fact remains, how­ 
ever, that so far as human records 
are to be trusted, the chi chi method, i 
here so-called, is the oldest thing of 
its kind now ex tant upon the planet. 
Santa Anans—those 
scores 
who 
are interested in psy chic phenomena 
as ex presses through the ouija—are 
not at all interested 
in 
the 
plan­ 
chette or the chi-ehi box . And those 
hundreds who scoff at the ouija board 
would no doubt as soon leave their 
fate in the hands 
of 
either 
the 
planchette or the chi-chi box as they 
would the ouija. 


"The study of radium is inter­ 
esting, but highly dangerous to 
any one not scientifically equipped 
for that pursuit. 
So, too. is the 
study of psy chics. 
Fortunately , 
the cost of radium prevents the 
ignorant from fooling with it. But 
unfortunately any one can buy a 
ouija board.’* 
This is the opening paragraph 
of an editorial in the San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle. 
Further 
the 
Chronicle say s: 
"As an amusement, pure and 
simple, the ouija board may be 
harmless enough. The danger be­ 
gins when the ex perimenters be­ 
gin to take it seriously . 
The 
ordinary person has no business 
ex perimenting seriously with oui- 
ia boards, mediums or any of the 
other engines through which spir­ 
it messages are purported to be 
received, and still less drawing 
any conclusions whatever from 
his ex periments. 
He does not 
know what he is about: he has 
no equipment to make him com­ 
petent to judge the evidence, and 
the subject, over and above any 
other, is peculiarly liable to error. 
"Let it be remembered that in 
y ears of work on scientific lines 
carried out by men trained to the 
search for ex act truth, men like 
Fir Oliver Lodge, who is one of 
the wmrld’s foremost scientists, 
the British and American Socie­ 
ties for phvehial research have de­ 
veloped very little that even the 
most enthusiastic of them are wil­ 
ling to tie to. Some of them, like 
Sir Oliver have become convinced 
that man survives this life and 
that communication is possible, 
but they even declare that it is 
difficult and beset by all sorts of 
confusion and error. 
"Nor have any of these ever 
been able to get heavenly tips on 
the stock m arket qr counsel on 
worldly affairs. 
How silly it Is, 
then, for Tom Jones 
or 
Sally 
Brown to imagine that they can 
call spirits from the vasty deep 
and question them on whether to 
buy Wild Goose of Consolidated 
Tamales. 
As to immortailitv most of man­ 
kind has long believed in 
that, 
and the Christian and other great 
religions teach it. W hether there 
is any thing in a possibility of 
communication with those spirits 
that have left this life we do not 
pretend to know. 
Many of the 
ardent investigators in the phy - 
chial 
research 
societies 
admit 
that they do not know y et, and 
some of the most famous of them 
have died unconvinced. 
And If 
the n 
mbers of these societies, 
which alone have done consistent 
and serious work on the problem, 
do not know y et, what right have 
the rest of us to draw conclu­ 
sions?”
